St. Paul's Lutheran Church, the oldest Lutheran Church in the Fort Wayne 
area, has a full and rich heritage, which has been transmitted down through 
the years from one generation to another. The blessings of our gracious and 
loving Lord have been bestowed without measure upon the fathers as well 
as on their children. After 120 years St. Paul’s today is strong and virile, as 
energetic and progressive as it has ever been. It recognizes its destiny in 
the second century of its existence, and rises valiantly to realize its challenge. 
It has examined its position and has in courageous manner ventured into 
the now historic and successful ‘Advancing Our Heritage” program. For 
expansion of all facilities and for the improvement of all properties the 
members of St. Paul's have pledged over one half million dollars. On the 
day of dedication of the major unit of this program, the parish building, 
“Heritage Hall”, we first glance back to the events of the past, which con- 
stitute the historical heritage which we desire to advance. 


st. Paul's congregation had its beginning in the year 1836 when the Rev. 
Jesse Hoover preached the first Lutheran sermon in Fort Wayne in July of 
the same year. At subsequent services in the early part of 1837 it became 
evident that the time was ripe for the organization of a congregation. On 
October 14, 1837 St. Paul’s Evangelical Lutheran Church was organized with 
more than sixty members. At the time Fort Wayne was a village outpost of 
about five hundred people. 


The first services were conducted in the old Court House, which empha- 
sized the immediate need for a house of worship. The present location at 
Barr and Madison Streets was procured and 
by fall of 1839 a small frame building had 
been erected. The congregation, however, 
was so poor that this building could not be 
properly heated during the first winter. In 
the coldest weather services had to be con- 
ducted in nearby residences. 


In May of the year 1838 Pastor Hoover 
was suddenly taken by death, which was, 
no doubt, brought on by his strenous labors 
under most primitive conditions. In the same 


year Pastor Friedrich Wyneken, who was to 
become one of the great missionaries of the 


Lutheran Church in America, and one of 
the founders of the Missouri Synod, came 
to St. Paul's Congregation to take up the 
work where Hoover had left off. Under his 
capable leadership the congregation grew 
: rapidly. 

PASTOR FRIEDRICH WYNEKEN In 1845 Pastor Wyneken accepted a call

to Baltimore. The congregation was fortunate to obtain the services of Dr. 
Wilhelm Sihler, who also became one of our Synod’s great leaders. Under 
his energetic and powerful ministry the congregation grew rapidly. In 1847 
a new frame church was built, which was enlarged and improved several 
times in subsequent years. In 1847 the congregation played a major role in 
the organization of the Lutheran Church—Missouri Synod. Dr. Sihler together 
with the former Pastor Wyneken and Dr. C. F. W. Walther of St. Louis was 
a guiding spirit in the formation of this great church body of which St. Paul's 


has remained a member to the present day. 


St. Paul's congregation enjoyed rapid growth which necessitated ex- 
pansion of its physical facilities, and encouraged the congregation to initiate 
and sponsor mission congregations. These churches in the course of the years 
have become the great Lutheran congregations of Fort Wayne. In addition 
to the church proper several buildings were erected during the years to house 
the school, which was organized in the year 1837 and has continued without 


interruption to the present. 


In the fiftieth anniversary year, 1887, repeated mention was made of the 
need for a new church edifice. It was decided to erect the fine, gothic building 
which the congregation now uses. This majestic structure was extensively 
damaged by a fire in 1903, but was quickly reconstructed as it is today. This 
rebuilt church building was dedicated in 1905. 


Pastor Sihler served the congregation for forty years, being called to his 
eternal rest in 1885. Pastor H. G. Sauer, who had been assistant to Pastor Sihler 
since 1875 became the fourth pastor of the 
congregation. Upon his sudden and un- 
timely death in 1895 Rev. J. W. Miller took 
over the spiritual leadership till his death 
in 1933. He was followed by his son, Rev. 
Paul F. Miller, who had served as an as- 
sistant to his father since 1910. Upon the 
retirement of Rev. Paul Miller, the present 
pastor, Edwin A. Nerger, who had served 
as an assistant since 1946, became the 
seventh pastor of St. Paul's congregation. 


In 1913, just eight years after the re- 
building of the present church, the congre- 
gation undertook the erection of the present 
school building, which after more than forty 


years is still serving well, and which is cur- 
DR. WILHELM SIHLER rently in the process of complete renovation. 
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| Five years ago the long recognized need for additional facilities to serve 
| our great church was carefully studied by a Planning Committee. This Com- 
| mittee made many careful plans and wise recommendations which have 
since become a reality in the rapidly progressing program of “Advancing 
Our Heritage”. Heritage Hall, which is being dedicated today, is the great 
key-stone in this program which looks courageously to the future. In Heritage 
Hall, a true monument to the courage, sacrifice, and the faith of our fathers, 
; and which binds together all buildings into one large functioning unit, St. 
| Paul's congregation gives concrete expression of its faith and devotion to the 
work of the Kingdom, of the recognition of its destiny, and of its hope for the 
| future. The St. Paul's of today preserves the efforts, the contributions, and 
the hopes of yesterday, transmitting them to the generations to come. In doing 
) this, it recognizes its duty to the Lord of the Church, and desires that all 
| glory, praise and honor be given only to God. 


Heritage CTE 


Heritage Hall was planned, erected, and is now dedicated to the service 
of God and St. Paul's Lutheran Church. It is intended to allow a more active 
and energetic program of spiritual activity to be carried on by every member 
and organization of our large congregation. It is intended to expand, co- 
ordinate, and integrate every phase of Christian worship, education and 
service, and thereby to strengthen the spiritual life of all who are associated 
with St. Paul's. Therefore, Heritage Hall was carefully planned and wisely 
designed, so that it might be adequate to the many needs of this large 
congregation. 


Heritage Hall binds together all of our existing buildings into a compact, 
functional whole, which will immeasurably aid both our church and school 
to function to maximum efficiency. It serves as the heart of our entire church 
program, from which and through which our multifarious activity shall move. 


It is designed to be a multi-purpose building. Many of its rooms will 
have varied uses. Some of its rooms can be used for meetings, for receptions, 
for formal and informal gatherings, for classes. The building is an addition 
both to the church and to the school. For that reason it shall be used for so 
many different functions and purposes. 


The ground floor is primarily a classroom floor. The Kindergarten room, 
which is used during the week for regular classes, becomes the teaching 
nursery on Sundays. The eight classrooms for Sunday school use, can during 
the week be used in various combinations, and because of folding doors, in 
various sizes, for meeting rooms. On the ground floor the Crib Room for small 
babies will fill a great need, as will also the Office Work Room with its 
spacious storage and record room. The tunnel to the school begins in the 
front part of this floor. The tunnel to the boiler room and to the Church base- 
ment are in the rear of this elevation. 
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The administrative functions of our church and school are centered on 
the main floor of Heritage Hall. Here are located the Pastor’s Study, rooms 
for Assistant Pastors and secretaries, the financial office, the general office, 
the Administrator's office, and the Conference Room. Also the church cloak 
room, rest rooms, waiting room, and the connection to the Church through 
the front and rear cloisters are found on this elevation. In addition to the 
foregoing, the Church Library, and the beautiful Founders Room, with the 
attached Bride’s room are located here. 


The combination Assembly Room and Chapel is located in prominent 
position at the front of the top floor. A fine modern kitchen is located to the 
rear of this Assembly Room. The fine music and rehearsal room with its dress- 
ing and robing rooms for men and women and music library constitute the 
remainder of the top floor. From this floor the second story cloister ties into the 
church balcony, making it readily accessible to the church choirs. A stairway 
also leads up to the loft which is intended to become the Scout Loft. 


Heritage Hall is designed to blend with the gothic architecture of our 
Church. Its two cloisters form a lovely secluded cloister garden in which a 
fine stone altar has been erected for use in the summer for outdoor services, 
weddings, and devotions. The garden will be beautifully landscaped, and 
will offer a quiet spot in the heart of our busy city. The cloisters proper 
provide ready access to the church on every level, making Heritage Hall a 
- true addition to the church. 


Heritage Hall and the church proper are united in one over-all public 
address and sound system. The service in the church can be carried to every 
part of the Hall. Music can also be carried to every part of Heritage Hall and 
into the church by means of the same system. Modern Hi-Fi reproducing 
equipment is located in the music room, with a control center in the Church 
sacristy. 


An unusual feature of this entire program is the tunnel underneath 
Barr Street to the School. It makes possible the use of the many fine facilities 
we have in Heritage Hall by our school without endangering the lives of the 
children. It also makes for closer coordination of operation and maintenance. 
As the years go by, the wisdom of this fine addition of Heritage Hall and 
its many features will, no doubt, become more and more apparent. It shall 
be said of this generation that they thought well, planned wisely, and acted 
courageously, 
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_ Appointments ahd Symbols 


Heritage Hall from without is true gothic in style, conforming well to the 
church to which it is attached. On the inside it is modern and efficient in 
design. While a certain dignity is evident in its interior simplicity, the elab- 
orate and profuse decoration of the gothic is very evident. It is a building 
designed to be attractive, yet utilitarian in purpose. Not many symbols or 
special appointments have therefore been used. Most of the symbols, in fact, 
are found in the front cloister windows, which have a number of the Christ 
monograms and church symbols worked into the leaded glass pattern. 


The three symbols in the Assembly Room windows are of historical value, 
having been previously located in our church proper. All three are over fifty 
years old. The center symbol of the Angel of Prayer was taken from the 
window which was removed to make room for the rear cloister entrance. The 
cross and the crown, representing the Christian life struggle here and the 
glorious victory hereafter, had been a part of the original chancel windows 
of our church, and were removed several years ago when the present stained 
glass windows were installed. 


In Founders’ Room, so named after the founding fathers, particularly the 
first three pastors of St. Paul's, we have pictures in glass of two of these 
historical personages, Pastors Wyneken and Sihler. These glass shields were 
originally located in the chapel of Concordia College, which had been served 
by both of these men. The first Pastor of St. Paul's, Rev. Jesse Hoover, who 
was the founder, could not be reproduced in glass, since no picture of him 
can be found, even though much effort has been made in recent years to 
locate such a picture. To recognize this, our Founder, the center shield with 
the symbol of St. Paul was prepared. In addition to the date of the founding, 
1837, and the pastor’s name, the shield carries the Latin inscription ‘Spiritus 
Gladius” the ‘Sword of the Spirit’, which represents the great Apostle St. 
Paul, the namesake of our church. 


Founders Room has received special treatment, and has been beautifully 
furnished by our Ladies Aid. The Memorial Library which honors the memory 
of our fourth pastor, Rev. H. G. Sauer, contains wall paneling and fine book 
cases. Some of the original library of Pastor Sauer, including his desk and 
chair, are found in this room. The Pastor’s Study, which has been given as 
a memorial to our fifth pastor, Rev. J. W. Miller, is a beautifully paneled 
room with book cases and a small built-in altar. 


We pray that God might bless the use of Heritage Hall and through it 
extend the rich spiritual heritage that our congregation has had these many 
years. May it help to make God's people happier in their worship and service 
of the Lord. 
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REV. EDWIN A. NERGER 


Pastor Nerger served St. Paul's as Assistant Pastor from 
April 7, 1946, until May 21, 1950, on which date he was installed 


as Senior Pastor. 


A native of Giddings, Texas, he attended our Lutheran Col- 
leges at Austin, Texas, and Winfield, Kansas, graduating from 
our St. Louis Seminary in June, 1939. Prior to his Pastorate here 
at St. Paul's, he served congregations at Paige, Houston and 


Galveston, Texas.
